H alf the fun of reading a guidebook ii finding 
the mistakes in it From this viewpoint C. P. 
**Che88'* Lyons is a failure as a guidebook writer. 
He doesn’t seem to make mistakes. 

1 have just been combing through his book. 
^’Milestones on Vancouver Island.” in search « 
errors. It’s a disappointing work. I can*t find any 
errors in it. 

I’m not a well-qualified error-hunter, but Tm 
determined, and I don’t give up hope so easily. Fm 
going to make a more thorough search. Something 
has to be wrong. 

Lyons is a B.C. parka division man who has 
already written several handbooks. This is Lyons' 
biggest work so far. It is bound to be a steady 
seller.

'’Mllestoiies** is full of information which the 
average resident doesn’t know. For example: 
^Vancotiver Island is the largest island hdng off 
the western coastlhie of North and South 
America . . 'That’s news to me—and come to 
thhik, h’s true. 

Lyons goes back 2,000,000,000 yean to spec¬ 
ulate briefly on the way Vancouver Island was 
formed out of mud, rocks and lava. 

He tells us about Indians and expioren; the 
founding of Victoria; the gold rush and the van¬ 
ished sealing fleet. He gives thumbnail sketches of 
things worth remembering and sights worth 
seeing.

Many people win read here for the first time 
the strange story of John Jewitt and John 'Thomp¬ 
son, armorer and sail-maker, respectiveh^, of the 
trading schooner Boston, who lived for more than 
two years as captives of Chief Maquinna and his 
tribe at Friendly Cove on the west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island. \ 

It was in lilarch. 1803, that Capt John Salter 
of the schooner gave Chief Maquinna a present of 
a gun. The chief returned it broken next day, and 
said the gun was "bad.” The offended captain 
snatched it back and called Maquinna some abusive 
names. He didn’t know the Indian sp^ some 
English, and knew that he had been iiwulted. 

Next day Maquinna wiped out the insult with 
blood. He and his men trapped and slaughtered the 
captain and crew of the Boston—25 men in all— 
excepting only Jewitt and 'Thompson, who escaped 
by hick. 

'They lived as slaves until July, 1805, when 
Jewitt tricked Maquinna into boarding a ship 
carrying a letter. The chief was srized and held as 
hostage for the release of the two white men. 

a * a 

During his life among the Nootkas, Jewitt 
became the chief’s prized slave, made ornaments 
for women and children, took part in war forays, 
learned the language and kept a journal with raven- 
quill pens and ink made from charcoal and black- 
merry Juice. 

At one time Maquinna ordered Jewitt to take a 
wife. 'The penalty for disobesdng the order was 
death. Jewitt wrote the foUowkig entiy In hia 
diary: 

“Reduced to this sad extremity, with death on 
one side and matrimony on the other, I thought 
proper to choose what appeared to ixm the least of 
two evils, and consent to be married ,. .*’ 

His bride was the 17-year-old daughter of 
Chief Upquesta, a girl whom Jewitt described as 
follows: 

“I found my Indian princess both amiable and 
intelligent . . . attentive in keeping her garments 
and her person neat and clean ... Her person was 
small but well-formed, as were her features . • . 
considerable color in her cheeks ... her teeth .. • 
of a dazzling whiteness; while the expression of her 
countenance indicated sweetness or temper and 
modesty. She would indeed have been considered 
very pretty in any country.’’ 

Later, Jewitt fell gravely ill Maquinna, to 
please him, sent his wife back to her father. Jewitt 
missed her. Five months later, he was aboard the 
brig Lydia of Boston, watching Maquinna’s land 
fade away astern. 

I wonder how many times Jewitt thought of 
his Nootka wife, as the brig ran south towBu? Cape 
Horn.

Mr. Lyons also tells us about Vancouver 
Island’s firri independent settler. Opt. Walter 
Colquhoun Grant, who bought 200 acres of land at 
Sooke for £1 an acre, and arrived with 170 gallons 
of whisky and no money. 

He brought in laborers, struggled to make a 
farm, and built a sawmill. But he went further and 
farther in debt. Finally he left, owing the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. $1,389.68V^. He is remembered as the man 
who imported the broom plant, whose yellow 
flowers blaze all the way from Victoria to Cambell 
River.

Danish em¬ 
bassy officials said that must 
have been Bang-Jensen. 

At the time, Bang-Jensen 
was said to feel that he and 
his family needed protection 
against Nazis they feared 
might be lurking around the 
embassy.

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The Status Quo? Yes 


T H E mayomlty candidatt. J. 

Donald Smith, sayi that th« local 
papers are doing their best to keep 
the atatus quo. If he means by this 
that they prefer that Mayor Scurrah 
should be re-elected then insofar as 
the Colonist is concerned he is 
correct. This newspaper very much 
prefers that the present honorable 
adminbitratlon of dvic affairs should 
continue. 

Mr. Smith is conducting his elec¬ 
tion campaign along lines that do 
not appeal to this newspaper, nor are 
they such as woM Invite its con- 
egarding his potential 
suture as mayor. Smear Uctics it 
does not like, nor the kind of un¬ 
proved allegations and misleading 
generalities aimed to discredit a body 
of hard-working aldermen, which 
have been the main feature of his 
campaign. The tone and content of 
his election manifesto alone, border¬ 


ing on the libellous, make him In our 
opinion unattractive as a mayoralty 
candidate. 

It is one thing to Uke issue with 
an administration, and sharp issue if 
necessary, on the wisdom or other¬ 
wise of iU policies. It is quite another 
to cast personal aspersions and hint 
at impropriety without producing the 
proofs ttiat warrant any such indict^ 
meat, especiaUy when related to men 
of calibre who enjoy esteem as long¬ 
time citizens of good quaUty. 

The Colonist does not think that 
Mr. Smith is suited by temperament 
or Judgment to sit^with distinction in 
the mayor*! chair. In this insUnce it 
cerUiniy prefers the sUtus quo, 
which is that Mayor Scurrah should 
be endorsed to carry on the tireless 
and upr^t efforts that have marked 
his term of office. It hopes that the 
majority of civic electors wUl agree 
with it when pplling day arrives. 


View Royal Stands Pat 


A VOTE as decisive as that on the 
View Royal incorporation pro¬ 
posal serves a valuable purpose since 
It leaves no vestige of doubt as to 
the wishes of the community as a 
whole. Of those who went to the 
polls, three voted “no** for every one 
who voted “yes.** Nor was it a case 
of the **antis** tumina out in force 
while those in favor md pot bother, 
as so often bccurs in insUnces of this 
sort. The turnout was unusually 
good, 721 of 1,028 qualified to vote 
exereWng their privilege. That put 
the result beyond any question what¬ 
ever. 

The outcome of this plebiscite, 
however, leaves View Royal as an 
anachromstic unit within a metro¬ 
politan region. It it In all visible 
respects a suburban, residential area. 
lust as Oak Bay Is; and far more a 
part of Greater Victoria than some 
sections of Saanich. 

View Royal above all else is a 
new and progressive residential zone 


whose InhablUnU for the most part 
are vounger people with lots of zeal 
and initiative. To the outsider there¬ 
fore it may seem curious that these 
people should be content to go along 
with no governing body of their owti, 
no voice in the affairs of their dis¬ 
trict other than through a sinele 
member of the legislative assembly 
whose electorate reaches far beyond 
View Royal: an assembly moreover 
which can scarcely be expected to 
act as locum tanens for an auton¬ 
omous council 

The reason would appear to re- 
lide in fear of the consequences of 
incorporation; in short, fear of taxes. 
View Royal is surrounded by ex¬ 
amples of the penalties of being on a 
municipal tax roll. When a generous 
—In the cast of View Royal—pro¬ 
vincial gove rn ment is willing to per¬ 
form tliiunctlons of a local council, 
why should the property^owners 
saddle themselvet with tie financial 
and other burdens of self-govem- 
mentT 


Clearing the Way 


A ttorney-general Bonner*s 
outline of the costs of operating 
a Juvenile and family court in the 
Greater Victoria area—$15,000 per 
annum ahared among the participat¬ 
ing munkripalldas—ahould do much 
to cryatatlitt thinking on the subject* 
among the doaely iwted municipal¬ 
ities of'the area. The attorney- 
general repeated the government*! 
offer to contribute the salary of an 
Initial probation officer to serve the 
court, and to extend this if needed 
to cover a second probation official 
Also he indicated that such a court 
could be set up and functioning early 
In the new year if there Is concur¬ 
rence on the plan. 

Victoria city and Saanich are 
already on record as desiring the 
institution of fandly court and wel¬ 
fare service. Oak ^y and Esquimalt 
asked for a clearer view of what 
coats might be Involved If they 
wished to Join In the scheme. A 
family court Judge to be paid 18,500, 
a court clerk at $4,800, and travelling 
expenaas at $1300 for regular proba¬ 
tionary service would comprim the 
main costs of the system; ba^ on 
actual experience in the Greater 
Vancouver area where it is being 
used. The municipalities Joining in 


the effort would share this outlay, 
and whatever slight expense might 
arise from circuit hearings. 

For approximately $15,000 a 
year therefore all four municipalities 
In the Greater Victoria area could 
have this badly needed preventive 
lervice to reinforce Its family wel¬ 
fare work. Even If Victoria Jcity had 
to go it alone in the adoption of such 
a court that outlay would be a 
thoroughly sound investment. But 
the Mj^wst value of the plan would 
come if all four municipalities Joined 
a common enterprise. Then there 
!vould be area control not only of 
delinquency (which has to be dealt 
with now at the crime level) but also 
of family situations from which 
delinquency in its various forms aU 
too often emerges. 

The cost of prevention is un¬ 
questionably the most productive in¬ 
vestment that society could make in 
adjusting one of the abiding evils of 
the timea. It Is idle to go on talking 
of delinquency if nothing is done to 
alleviate Its known causes. Greater 
Victoria, with this encouragement 
from the provincial government, has 
here a splendid opportunity to take 
this p r ogressive forward step in 
unison. We trust that Mr. Bonner*! 
offer immadiately will be followed up.

Battle for 
Survival 

T he whooping crane la winging 
slowly back from the brink of ex¬ 
tinction. 

The last complete count showed 
the whooper population had reached 
39 the largest number since scien¬ 
tists and bird lovers began keeping 
track 30 years ago. Scientists are now 
eagerly awaiting the final results of 
this fairs census, hoping for mort 
good news. n, . 

'The whooper once ranged from the 
Arctic to Central Mexico, and from 
New Jersey to the Rocky Mountains, 
writes Robert Porter Allen, research 
director of the National Audubon 
Society, in the November National 
Geographic Magazine. As settlers 
drove the huge white birds from their 
nesting grounds they seemed fated 
to follow tho great auk and passenger 
pigeon into extinction. 

* * ★ 

Fortunately for the cranes, the 
Arkansas Nattonal Wildlifa Refuge 
was croated in 1937 to protect them 
in their wintering grounds on the 
Texas Gulf Coast Ornithologlau did 
not know where the birds nested dur¬ 
ing the summer, however, and could 
not safeguard them during that eru- 
cial peRod. 

The first clue came In 1953 when 
two cranes were sighted north of 
Great Slave Lake In the Canadian 
Northwest Ttrritorioa. After three 
more years of searching. Mr. Alien 
and two companions from the United 
SUtes Fish and Wildlife Service 
finally reached the nesting grounds 
In an isolated region of Canada’s 
enormous Wood Buffalo National 
Park. 

Commuting betYven winter and 
summer homes, the birds travel over 
Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, Nebraska, 
North and South Dakota. Montana, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. Cruising 
at 45 miles per hour, they cover 
about 300 miles a day despite many 
food stops. Mr. Allen writes. The 
young return over the same routs 
with thqir famiUta, arriving in Texas 
in lata October or early November. 

The birds move out of their roost¬ 
ing ponds just before sunup, and 
stroll along a favorite route, look¬ 
ing for crabs, other crustaceana, 
worms, fish, moUuaka, and a few 
vegetable Items such as acorns. Aftar 
breakfast, they preen. The rest of tho 
day la spent alternately feeding and 
preening. At night they ramble back 
to the ponds %rhert they sleep. 

* e * 

About mid-December, a whooping 
crane pair renews its bond with a 
courtship dance. A performance be¬ 
gins when one bird, usually the male, 
suddenly approaches his mate with 
a series of grave nods, at the same 
time flapping hia wings and skipping 
around in a half ctrtle and back 
again. Then he leapt several feet off 
the ground, hie legs stiff, bill pointed 
skyward, and neck arched over hia 
back. 

Usually the female responds at 
onco with similar nods and leaps. 
’Then the two perform together, leap¬ 
ing higher and .Mgher. the side runt 
and nods getting more and more 
frantic. It la over as suddenly as It 
began, with both birds quietly resum¬ 
ing thel# endleas gfbening.'

Not infrequently oouncU mem¬ 
bers have business interests in the 
building field—hardware, lumber, 
roofing, plambing, electiicaL A 
builder cornea to dty hall for ap¬ 
proval of his development plan. Is It 
coincidence that be deddea io build 
on leas advantageous acreage the 
mayor haa to sell, ahd to buy hia lum¬ 
ber from Alderman X? Or la it the 
old payola? 

When the committee makes Its 
report to the RAIC next spring. It 
may well call attention to this "con¬ 
flict of interest" as a factor contrik* 
uting to the poor quality and exces¬ 
sive coat of much of our post-war 
housing. 


The committee la about two- 
thirda way through its public haar- 
ingt. Chairman Peter Dobuah of 
Montreal. John Parkin of Toronto 
and Ned Pratt of Vancouver have 
"done" the prairies, and the central 
provinces except OtUwa. They will 
open hearings in the Maritiinea (at 
Moncton) on Monday, then go to 
British Columbia, and wind up in Ot¬ 
tawa early next year. 

One of their Impressions: that 
there art two kinds of dtica, mala 
and female. The male ia aggresalvt; 
goes alter what it wants. The female 
waits to be propositioned. 


The committee reports that pralrio 
dtiea generally, except Winnipeg, aro 
male. They are aggresthr# In plan¬ 
ning and dovetailing the many fac¬ 
tors involved in urban expansion. For 
example, the male dty may inform 
builders that next year it will ser¬ 
vice land In a certain direction to n 
certain distance limit. If builden 
don’t plan their developroenta ac¬ 
cordingly, they are out of luck. 

In contrast the female dtiea wait 
tor builders to make propositions. 
Oonaequently their pregnandes iqay 
be haphaiard and tbeir offspring of 
dubious promise. 


Another impreaalon: that "open 
design," faaturing living arasa flow¬ 
ing from one to the other without 
partitions and doors, is less satis¬ 
factory aa children grow older. It haa 
been emphasized to the committee 
that children have an Increasing need 
for privacy—to say nothing of the 
parenU’ need lor a litUa of that corn- 
modity themselves. 

Thia does not mean that the open 
pUn ia passe. Only that In a certain 
important sUgc in the Ufa of a family 
it is perhaps not the optlkium. But 
this conclusion should alM ba viewed 
against an Interesting atatistlc: that 
the average family moves every 
three or four years. ’That may ba the 
answer to thia problem. 

The monotony of our new housing 
disturbs the committee. It finds that 
the design aamenesa ia not the solid 
sameness of design of real integrity 
—for example, Georgian—but a ' 
aamenesa dkutod by bqdgeUry com 
alderatlona. This In spite of what one 
,^of the committee members called 
"frantic, futile efforts to make the 
outside look different" 

The answer? That’a one of the 
things the commlttae la looking fort 
ona of the raaaona that Proaldant 
Stewart Bates of Central Mortgage 
bnd Housing Corp. swect-Ulkad Fi¬ 
nance Minister Fleming Into ap e ad 
Ing to pay lor this Inquiry.

I had a long Uat of rather dull but 
eaaential farden chorea to be Uckled 
thli weekend-prepared, 1 mlfht aay. 
before I realized that thla waa Gr^ 
Cup day. I doubt If any of thia work 
will actually get dene, for by the 
time the laat touchdown ia acored, I 
am usually too limp even to think 
about fardeninf. 

One of the joba acheduled was to 
clean out the hedge bottom of all its 
accumulated litter, and on thia point 
I tangle conatantly with my neighbor 
Ernie. 

**You are always shooting off your 
mouth about the value of a surface 
mulch,’* he sayA "Now you’ve got a 
nice mulch of leaves, twigs, torn 
paper and other rubbish over the 
roots of your hedge plants, why do 
you want to^rake it all away and 
leave thepdU bare?** 

♦ a ♦ 

I have no intention of leaving the 
soil bare. I have a nice pile of ripe 
compost In the far corner of the 
backyard which will be trundle by 
wheelbarrow and spread over the 
roots after the clean-up job is com¬ 
pleted. The junk which has gathered 
In the hedge bottom must come out 


first, .though, for It la not only un* 
sightly, but a positive adurce ol 
danger to the garden. 

Such Utter and rubbish provides 
an ideal breeding ground for peats, 
lor one thing, and can offer a cosy 
winter home for the resting spores 
of various plant diseases, including 
apple scab. UnlUce the vegetable 
wastes In a compost heap, there isn’t 
enough heat generated in the hedge 
litter to kiU off these spores and 
pe?ts.

The leaves and weeds will go to 
the new compost heap to be rotted 
down, while all the woody material 
will be converted into poush fertUizer 
on the garden bonfire. The soU under 
the hedge will be pricked over 
shallowly with a garden fork and a 
Uttle fertilizer worked in. about one 
cupful per running yard on each sida 
of the hedge, using a long-lasting typo 
of plant food such as Golden Vigors. 
Spreading a 2-inch layer of compost 
over the surface wiU complete tha 
job. 

Another of the clean up jobs listed 
is to pull up the garden stakes, bean 
poles and pea sticks, storing the best 
of them upside down in a dry shed 
so the soiled ends can dry out. 


thoroughly. These ends wiU latar bt 
dipped in Cuprinol or in a copper 
sulphate solution to preserve thpm. 
1 don't fool around with bamboo 
sukes —the ends plugged with soU 
are chopped off and burnt, for theaa 
hollow stems are notorious breeding 
grounds for pesU.

With all your stakes and polaa. 
and more especially with d e ad 
branches used for sticking peas and 
sweet peas, keep a careful eye cocked 
for patches of brilliant red or orange 
fungus on* the wood. This is coral 
spot, and any such infected wood 
should he burnt as the fungus can be 
very destructive to small fruits and 
currant bdshes. 

Hont look' only on the ground 
duHng your spell of garden house> 
cleaning, though. Cast an aye up 
Into the fruit trees, and you may find 
dried specimens of apples, plums, 
cherries and pears still clinging to the 
twigs. There is something definitely 
wrong with a fruit that doesn’t fall 
naturally of Its own accord—usually 
such mummified fruits ate full ol 
the spores of Brown Rot disease rest* 
Ihg up for an attack on next year's 
fruit. All such mummified fnilt 
should be picked and burnt
